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CONSTITUTION, 


WE, the subscriber*, being impressed with the sense of the importance of that knowledge 
which conduces alike to the prosperity of communities and individuals, and also of obtaining 
such information respecting the general trade and commerce of the world as may be beneficial 
to those engaged in mercantile pursuits, and deeming the institution of a library and reading- 
room as the means best adapted to these ends, have associated ourselves under the following rules 
and regulations: 

Article I. The Society shall be called “ THE MERCANTILE LIBRARY COMPANY OF 
PHILADELPHIA.** 

ArtT II. Each member shall subscribe to these articles of association, and shall, at the time of 
subscribing, pay to the treasurer, the sum of three dollars; and shall also pay to the treasurer a 
semi-annual contribution of one dollar and fifty cents, on the first day in each succeeding January 
and July. Any member who shall pay to the treasurer twenty-five dollars, shall be entitled to the 
privilege of membership for life, fVee from semi-annual contribution. 

Art III. No member shall be permitted to vote at any meeting or election of the company, 
who shall not have paid his semi-annual contribution agreeably to the articles of this associa- 
tion; and if any member shall neglect or refuse to pay such contributions for one year, he shall 
be deprived of all the privileges of a member of the association until the same are paid. 

Art IY. Candidates for admission to membership shall be proposed to the board of directors, 
at one of their stated meetings, and if approved of by three-fourths of the directors present, they 
shall be declared duly elected; but no person shall be admitted to membership until he hats at- 
tained the age of fifteen years. 

Art Y. A general foeeting of the subscribers to this association shall be held on the second 
Thursday of January every year, of which meeting due notice shall be given in two of the news- 
papers of this city, at least two weeks before the time of such meeting. 

Art YL The company shall, at their annual meeting on the second Thursday in January next, 
and on the second Thursday in each succeeding year, elect by ballot thirteen directors and a trea- 
surer of the company, and the directors shall at their first meeting choose from their own body 
a president and secretary. Seven directors shall form a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Art VII. Stated meetings of the board of directors shall be held on the first Tuesday in every 
month, at such hour and place as they may appoint, and special meetings, at such other times as 
they may deem necessary. They shall have power to appoint a librarian, to make such rules and re- 
gulations as they may in their discretion believe best adapted to promote the interests of the com- 
pany; to call special meetings of the company whenever they may deem it necessary; and shall, 
at the annual meeting of the company, exhibit to them a correct statement of its accounts. They 
shall have power to fill vacancies which may occur in their body, either by death, resignation, or 
disqualification. 

No person to bo elected aa director or treasurer who is not a member of this association, and 
residing in the city or county of Philadelphia; and any director or treasurer who shall remove to 
any place not in the said city or county, or who shall absent himself from the meetings of the 
directors for six months, without good cause shown, shall be considered as having resigned. 

Art. VIII. The treasurer shall, before entering oa the duties of his office, give such security 
as the directors may think necessary, for the fkithful performance of the duties of his office. He 
shall keep an accurate account of all the money transactions of the company, in books to be pro- 
vided by them for that purpose, which books shall be by him exhibited to the directors whenever 
the same is required by them. He shall collect and pay all moneys due to and from the company; 
but no payment shall be made by him without an order of the directors, signed by their president 
and countersigned by their secretary; and he shall report to the directors the names of such mem- 
bers as are in arrears two semi-annual payments. In case of the death, resignation, or disqualifi- 
cation of a treasurer, the directors shall appoint a person to execute the office of treasurer until 
tiie next annual election. ' 

Art. IX. The directors elected at each general meeting, shall meet and organize themselves on 
tiie Monday next succeeding their election. The judges or inspectors of the election shall give 
them notice of their election in writing, and of the time and place at which they are to meet; 
and the directors and treasurer of the preceding year shall hold and execute the duties of directors 
and treasurer until such meeting takes place. 
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Art. X. No director or treasurer shall receire a salary or any other pecuniary emolument for 
their services. 

Art. XI. No alteration shall be made in the articles of this association, unless the same shall 
have been stated to the directors at least three months before a stated meeting of the company, 
and approved by two-thirds of the members present at such meeting. 

Art. XII. At all elections, and at the general or special meetings of the company, the members 
may give their votes either in person or by proxy. 


At a stated meeting of the company, held January 13th, 1826, it was agreed to divide the pro- 
perty of the company into three hundred equal shares, estimated at ten dollars each, and trans- 
ferable, subject to the following regulations: which were amended, at a meeting of the company 
held January 24th, 1831, so as to read as follows: 

L Upon each share of stock there shall be paid semi-annually, upon the first day of January 
and of July, a tax of one dollar, and which, if not paid within six months, shall be increased 
twenty-five per cent^ and if not paid within twelve months, fifty per cent., and if not paid within 
two years, the share shall be forfeited. 

3. The present members who have paid their annual dues, shall be entitled to purchase each 
one share of stock at seven dollars. 

3. The present life-subscribers shall have the option of exchanging their present privileges for 
two shares of stock, which shall be free from the annual payment unless transferred ; but in all 
cases of transfer, the share or shares shall be subject to the same assessment as others. 

4. The annual payment on the shares shall not be increased unless by the consent of a ma- 
jority of the stockholders, at a meeting duly notified. 


REGULATIONS 

For the government of the Library and Reading-Room, adopted by the 
Board of Directors . 

The Library shall be open daily, (Sundays, Christmas, and Fourth of July excepted^ from 
6 o'clock, P. M. to 10 o'clock, P. M. from the 20th February to the 20th October, and from 5 o'clock, 
P. M. to 10 o'clock, P. M. from the 20th October to the 20th February. 

The librarian may lend to any member one folio or quarto for four weeks, one octavo for three 
weeks, or two duodecimos for two weeks: provided the customary obligation has been previously 
signed. 

Fine for detaining a book beyond the limited period, ten cent t per week; after four weeks, the 
fine 8 hall be doubled, and after three months, forfeiture, as in case of the loss of a volume. 

Any member, from whom a fine or forfeiture is due, shall not be permitted to have another 
book until satisfaction be made. 

Any book may be re-loaned, unless application has been made for the same by another member, 
and the librarian requested to record the application. 

Any member shall have the privilege of introducing strangers to the reading-room by becoming 
responsible for their deportment, and entering their names in a book kept for that purpose. No 
person considered as a stranger after he has resided six months in the city.
